taxes. on over half a million dol- 
lars more than: someone who does 
not graduate from high school, Ob- 
viously, reductions in financial aid 
that prevent our youth from. fur- 
thering their education is. simply 
a false economy, 

These proposed. cuts in student 
financial aid would come on top of 
significant reductions in these pro- 
grams last year, and the elimina- 
tion. of social security benefits for 
3,725 post-secondary: students in 
Maine, A recent survey which I 
conducted among post-secondary 
institutions in Maire revealed that 
the 1982 fiscal year cuts mean 
1,698 Maine college students will 
hot be able to enter school this 
fall. The -additional cuts proposed 

in the 1983 budget would be two to 
four times greater. - 

Additionally, it is important to 
note that the proposed. cuts could 
resilt in a significant shift from 
enrollment in the more expensive 
private colleges, to the state uni- 
versity. Not only could this be a 
fatal blow to those private schools 
which rely on tuition payments for 
a large portion of their operating 
expenses, it would mean that, 
Maine’s taxpayers would have 
bear the cost of the increased eit 
rollment at the university, and 
other public institutions, 

As one Maine college president 
told me recently, “The proposed 
cuts will navage public higher ed-
